Winter 
steer feeding fits in well with grain 
growing in regard to the economic 
use of labor. During the summer, 
when the grain crop demands much 
labor, it does not require any; in the 
winter, when there is little to do in 
tonnection with the grain crop, it 
provides profitable employment for 
& year-round man. 

The steers to be fed should be of 
good beef type and of good constitu- 
tion, There is no use wasting good 
feed on unthrifty or ungainly steers.

Ovrawa, Feb. 1,—Drastic measures 
against persons hoarding food are being 
considered by the food controller.“Warn- 
ing was issued tonight that householders 
and others may find themselves in an 
unenyiable predicament if spoiled flour 
is found on their premises. 

The packers, who have been in con- 


‘ference this week with the food controller 


in regard to new regulations governing 
their operations, have recommended that 
the food controller communicate with 
every grocer and with all retail dealers 
in flonrin Canada requiring from them 
the names and addresses of persons who 
Dave purchased more than a nihety-eight- 
pound beg of flour during the last month, 
Furthermore, it is suggested that dealers 
aud grocers failing to make returns 
would have very little chance of obtain- 
ing a license under the licensing system 
which will soon be extended to thistrade, 
The recommendation adds that effective 
steps should be taken to prevent the pos- 
sibility of serious waste.

Some Reciprocity 


California Sending Prune Trees to 
France to Rehabilitate Orchards 
Devastated by Huns 


Five and one half millions pounds 
of seed beans and 1,500,000 two-year- 
old French prune trecs are being 
gathered in California for shipment 
to Northern rance to rehabilitate the 
fields and orchards devastated by the 
Germans in their retreat. 

The beans are pink and black cye 
varieties, and the quantity is sufficient 
to plant 69,000 acres. ‘The prune 
trees will convert 15,000 acres into 
bearing orchards within two years, 

There is a bit of sentiment in Cali- 
fornia’s sending young orchards to 
France, as it was this war torn ree 
public that gave the state its first 
prune trees.

‘The towering masts with 
their massive derrick booms form 
the chief feature of the invisible plan, 
for they are hinged at the deck, When 
the vesscl is entering the waters in= 
fected by German U-boats these 
masts are lowered to the deck in 
such a manner that they extend along 
each side near the rail, the smokc- 
stack is removed and any breaks left 
in the top line are boarded so that 
the top line is straight, In the neu-
